Rio  de  Janeiro,  September  15th,  1885. 


The  sixty-third  anniversary  of  the  Brazil- 
ian declaration  of  independence  occurred 
on  the  7th  instant  and  was  enthusiastically 
celebrated  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  In 
this  city  an  additional  factor  was  added  to 
the  ceremony  by  the  liberation  of  159 
slaves  through  subscriptions  promoted  by 
the  municipal  council—an  act  for  which 
the  city  officials  and  the  subscribers  to  the 
fund  deserve  great  credit.  It  is  not  an  agree- 
able thought,  this  putting  a  price  upon 
a  man's  freedom,  a  right  which  the  Al- 
mighty gave  him  with  his  breath— hut  as 
the  "independence"  which  Dom  Pedro  1 
proclaimed  on  the  plains  of  Ypiranga  rises 
no  higher  than  this  right  of  ownership  in 
human  flesh  ami  blood,  the  purchase  of 
that  stolen  right  with  cash  may  not  only  he 
praised,  but  it  may  in  reality  be  accepted 
as  a  popular  amendment  to  the  national 
declaration  of  rights.  Thus  far  the  only 
right  of  the  slave  in  this  declaration— hide- 
pendencia  011  mor/e—k  that  of  death.  Since 
1871  there  has  been  an  effort  to  demonstrate 
his  rights  to  independence  also,  but  thus  far 
without  more  than  partial  success.  Until 
that  time  comes,  and  until  the  people  of 
Brazil  have  made  their  own  that  greatest  0' 
political  principles— the  object  of  govern- 
ment is  to  secure  the  greatest  good  for  the 
greatest  number— that  declaration  on  the 
plains  of  Ypiranga  must  remain  unrealized 
and  meaningless.  After  all,  the  test  of  a 
nation's  right  to  independence  is  the  use 
she  makes  of  it,  the  benefits  secured 
through  it.  And  what  is  the  record  of 
Brazil  in  this  respect  ?  How  much  of 
political  and  personal  liberty,  of  commercial 
and  industrial  development,  of  security  for 
life  and  properly,  of  enlightenment,  of  prog- 
ress and  of  refinement,  have  been  secured 
during  these  sixty-three  years  of  political 
independence  r  If  it  can  be  demonstrated 
that  the  country  has  gained  in  each  and 
every  one  of  these  particulars,  then  this 
September  anniversary  is  something  more 
than  a  commemoration  of  a  political  sepa- 
ration from  the  mother  country— it  is  the 
anniversary  of  the  dawning  of  a  new  polit- 
ical life,  out  of  which  have  sprung  a  higher 
civilization  and  a  juster  equalization  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  men,  than  could 
have  been  possible  under  the  old  order  of 
tilings. 


highly  unfavorable  to  those    to   whom  an 
irresponsible  caprice  has  entrusted  the  reins 
of  government.     Most    people   will    find  it 
difficult  to   understand  just   why  the   dis- 
orderly elements    of  society  feel  more  priv- 
ileged   under   the   conservatives  than  under 
the  liberals,    and  yet   such  seems  to  be  the 
case.      It    is    true  that   many  of  the  former 
protectors  of  the  enpoeiras  were  conservatives, 
but  as  many  of  those   persons  are  dead  and 
others   are  now    too   old    to  take  an  active 
interest   in   matters   of  the  street,    there   is 
evidently   little   more    than  the  tradition  to 
warrant   this   confidence.      Still,     the    fact 
remains  that   this   feefing   docs    exist,   and 
that  it  has  already  been  the  cause  of  much 
disorder  and  many  outrages.     Several  assas- 
sinations have  already  occurred,  while  hard- 
ly a  clay  passes  that  does  not  record  a  stab- 
bing affray  or  a  street   quarrel.     And    the 
most  dangerous  feature  is  the  absolute  con- 
fidence which  these  cutthroats  have  in  their 
immunity  from  punishment.      One  of  them 
not  long   since  attacked  an  editor  of  one  of 
the  morning  papers  of  this  city,  and  openly 
boasted   of  the    "protection''  which  secured 
him  against  arrest.     And  the  president  of  a 
tram  company   writes  that  he  has  repeatedly 
complained  10  the  police  authorities  of  this 
same  fellow's  attacks  on  passengers,  but  al- 
ways to  no  effect.      It  would  seem  full  dine 
that  the  protectors  of  these  cutthroats   fere

unsolved,  and  its  receipts  "and  expenditures 
must  remain  unadjusted.

The  great  changes  created 
by  the  introduction  of  steam,  and   then    by 
the  submarine  telegraph  cables,    have    nat- 
urally been  felt  in  our  market  also.     From 
the  old  time  when   the   trade    between   the 
L'niteel    States   ami    Brazil     was    done    by 
means  or   seven-eighths    cost    credits,    the 
balance    being    furnished    by    the   outward 
cargoes,    to   the  present    lime,  when    nearly 
the  whole  trade  is  done  by  steam  and  much 
of  the  coffee  shipped  is  sold  before  it  leaves 
our  port,  the  difference  is  so  great  that  an 
examination  into  the  manner  of  doing  the 
business  in  coffee  may  be   of  utility.     We 
venture  lo  assert  thai  die  fiscal  regulations, 
and  ail  other  regulations  where   the  author- 
ities can  interfere,  do  not  show  an  improve- 
inent  al  all   in  proportion   to    the   advance 
made  in   the  export   business.     Red    tape 
continues  to  encircle  the  coffee  sack   until 
it  is  safe  iii  the  lighter,  or  in  the  hold  of  the 
vessel  engaged  to  cany  il  to  its  destination. 
Whether   tiie   obsolete  tegulamaUo  of  the 
custom  house  could  be  improved,  we  do  not 
pn  ipose  10  discuss,  for  the  government  Ins  the 
right  lo  collect  the  export  duties  as  may  seem 
best  lo  those  in  authority;  but  that  the  ship- 
ping facilities  might  be  vastly  improved  by 
allowing  coffee  to  be  shipped  through  any 
bonded   warehouse,  and  this   too  with  n< 
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k  lo  the  revenue,  is  evident. 
Duties  must  be  paid  in  the  custom  house, 
and  the  despatch  with  th,-  signatures  of  the 
competent  officials  is  the  proof  that  these 
duties  have  been  paid;  why, ihereibre,should 
the  owner  of  the  coffee  be  constrained  lo 
send  ii  1.1  any  one  wharf,  when  each  bonded 
warehouse  has  a  custom  house  official 
who  could  perfectly  well  sec  that  no  smug- 
gling occurred?  The  monoply  granted  the 
I).  Pedro  II  docks  in  this  matter  is  unjust 
and  antiquated,  ami  ii  should  he  repealed  at 
once.  As  to  the  matter  of  purchase  and 
sale,  we  really  see  very  little  improvement 
in  ibis.  Exporters  continue  to  buy  from 
the  packer,  who  buys  from  the  factor, 
the  direct  representative  of  the  planter. 
The  tendency  of  modern  trade  seems  to  be 
unquestionably  to  do  away  with  middlemen, 

and  recent  years  in  Rio  sh  ,w  th.it  this  is 
occurring  bete,  particularly  in  the  trade 
with  the  United  States.  Whether  it  is

the  cost  of  maintaining  these  branches,  is  a 
matter  of  a  private  character,  with  which 
we  have  nothing  to  eio;  hut  it  is  undeniable 
that  a  large  operator  in  coffee  must  feel 
that  his  interests  are  more  closely  looked 
after  by  a  partner,  or  an  employee,  than 
would  he  the  c.i^e  if  his  correspondent  was 
also  the  agent  of  others,  win,  are  possibly 
his  competitors  in  the  trade.  However, 
as  before  stated,  this  does  not  concern  us. 
What  seems  to  us  will  very  soon  require  a 
modification,  is  the  business  of  the  packer. 
This  middleman  is  not  known  in  any  oilier 
market,  not  even  in  Santos,  ami  his  sole 
reason  or  being  (ff  we  may  so  express  it)  is 
thai  lie  has  been—ami  no  doubt  still  is— 
useful,  as  a  species  of  coffee'  reservoir  to  col- 
lect the  rivulets  represented  by  the  factors  ami 
to  distribute  die  collection  to  the  exporters. 
Reservoirs  are  generally  of  an  expensive 
nature,  and  a  water  tax  results;  packers  of 
colleecollect  this  taxin  the  very  heavy  charge 
of  700  Beta  for  each  sack  ami  all  the  profit 
on  price  obtainable,  and  that  the  business  is 
profitable  admits  of  no   doubt.      It    would

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not  be  advisable,  nor,  perhaps,  would  it  be 
practicable  Tor  the  exporter  to  purchase 
direct  from  the  factor,  so  long  as  the  coffee 
comes  from  the  plantation  in  packages  of 
a  different  weight  from  those  in  which  it  is 
shipped,  but  the  necessity  for  this  diversity 
in  packages  should  tend  to  disappear  as  the 
locomotive  drives  away  the  pack  mule:  and 
when  once  the  planter  semis  his  coffee  to 
market  in  an  exportable  form,  one  of  the  ad- 
vantages claimed  for  the  packer  disappears. 
Until  this  occurs,  why  cannot  the  factor 
pack  the  coffee,  as  is  done  in  Santos,  and 
dispose  of  it  to  the  exporter?  The  business 
is  profitable;  so  that  for  the  extra  labor 
there  would  be  compensation.  It  would 
be  a  new-fangled  idea  no  doubt,  and  is  the 
emanation  of  a  newspaper  which  is  supposed 
to  know  none  of  the  necessities  of  the  trade, 
but  it  is  a  suggestion  which,  in  imitation  o^ 
Sr.  Saraiva  with  his  emancipation  project, 
we  make  "an  open  question." 


Tni'.  recent  recommendation  of  the  Club 
de  Kngenharia  with  reference  to  the  system 
to  be  employed  in  the  imposition  of  a  land 
tax,  is  one  which  should  receive  careful 
study  on  the  part  of  the  advocates  of  such 
a  tax  before  accepting  the  plan  submitted. 
The  Club  has  don-  well  to  take  up  the 
subject  and  advocate  the  imposition  of  such 
a  tax.  and  the  high  standing  of  its  mem- 
bers will  certainly  go  far  toward  creating  a 
favorable  opinion  regarding  it.  The  neces- 
sity of  this  tax  is  clearly  evident  ;  in  fact  it 
is  an  essential  preparatory  step  for  the  large 
immigration  which  so  many  desire.  As  all 
the  lands  near  towns  and  railways  are  held 
by  a  comparatively  few  large  proprietors, 
who  neither  cultivate  them,  nor  are  willing 
to  sell  them,  the  only  method  that  can  be 
employed  to  compel  cultivation  or  s,\le  is  to 
impose  a  land  lax.  And  on  cultivated  lands 
also  the  tax  is  no  less  necessary,  as  they  are 
just  as  legitimate  objects  for  taxation  as 
warehouses,  factories,  industries,  or  trade. 
Any  system  which  exempts  land  from  tax- 
ation is  radically  unjust,  and  for  the  simple 
reason  that  it  leads  to  excessive  taxation  on 
commercial  and  industrial  occupations  and 
creates  unwarranted  distinctions.  The  Club 
de  Engenliaria,  therefore,  is  doing  a  very 
necessary  work  in  advocating  the  lax  and  in 
proposing  a  method  for  its  imposition. 
The  plan  proposed,  however,  is  radically 
defective.  It  is  proposed  to  divide  the 
country  into  three  zones  running  parallel 
with  the  sea  coast,  and  to  impose  two  fixed 
taxes  for  each  one  according  to  the  fertility 
of  the  land,  the  rate  to  decrease  with 
each  zone  inland.  Such  a  system  will 
unavoidably  be  full  of  inequalities  and 
cumbersome  details,  and  it  will  in  itself 
be  an  obstacle  to  the  successful  imposition 
of  the  tax.  There  i^  only  one  system  which 
can  he  employed  that  will  be  clastic  enough 
to  meet  all  'equipments— and  that  is  a 
uniform  rate  levied  on  the  market  value  of 
the  land.  Stub  a  system  requires  no  zones, 
surveys,  or  special  exceptions;  and  under  it 
everv  man  wil  pay  bis  just  share — always 
providing  thai,  the  tax  assessors  do  their 
work  impartia  ly.  The  lands  near  the  coast, 
or  near  market  towns,  or  near  river  and 
railway  routes  will  naturally  have  a  higher 
tax,  while  tho:«  in  the  interior  will  pay  less 
according  to  t  ieir  distance  from  these  ad- 
vantages. Whatever  exception  may  be 
made  to  this  plan,  should  be  against  those 
enormous  uncultivated  estates  near  towns 
and  along  railways,  which  are  now  so  great 
an  obstruction  to  the  agricultural  develop- 
ment of  the  country.  On  such  lands  a 
special  tax  should  be  levied  over  and  above 
the  general  tax,  and  its  proceeds  should  be 
devoted  to  local  improvements. 


The  speech  of  Senator  Sinimbu  in  the 
Senate  on  the  3rd  instant  is  one  which  the 
friends  of  European   immigration    can    not 


easily  read  without  feelings  of  deep  bum  lia- 
Lion  and  shame.  This  gentleman  is,  par 
excellence,  the  champion  and  exponent  of 
the  great  landed  proprietors  of  the  country. 
Mis  theories  of  government,  as  illustrated 
by  his  public  acts,  arc  all  based  on  the  pro- 
tection and  aggrandizement  of  the  g-eat 
proprietors.  For  him,  immigration  tin  aus 
nothing  more  than  the  acquirement  of  seivile 
laborers  for  the  great  estates,  the  deve  op- 
ment  of  the  country  is  only  their  cxtens  Oil, 
ami  banks  and  currency  a  means  of  furn  ;sh- 
ing  them  with  ready  cash.  It  was  Prenier 
Sinimbu  who  originated  the  Chinese  im- 
portation scheme  of  a  few  years  since,  tnd 
it  is  that  same  gentleman  who  to-day  h  ilds 
up  that  iniquitous  traffic  as  the  only  altc  na- 
tive to  which  the  planter  can  turn.  In  his 
discussion  of  the  Saraiva  project  on  the  ;rd, 
and  as  a  reason  for  renewing  his  advocacy 
oi  Chinese  labor,  he  spoke  in  the  follov  ing 
terms  of  the  inexpediency  of  depending  so 
much  on  European  immigration  for  the 
future  supply  of  labor: 

The  Germans,  whether  Catholics  or  Protestants, 
wish  the  church  hecnu.se  they  ate  very  religii  us; 
ihe  school  is  indispensible  for  them  because  hey 
place  great  value  on  the  education  of  their  children; 
furthermore  they  have  certain  social  habits,  hey 
are  accustomed  to  social  life  ;  there  will  not  be  a 
German  colony  where  there  can  not  he  seen  hind- 
some  buildings,  a  brewery,  ami  a  dancing  hall 
where  the  girls,  after  working  all  the  week,  go  to 
give  themselves  up  to  the  pleasures  of  the  dance 
and  to  establish  associations  which  naturally  lead 
lo  marriage.  It  is  very  evident  that,  with  all  these 
habits,  the  German  can  not  settle  upon  our  sertoes 
(■interior  districtsj. 

The  Portuguese  colonization,  on  account  of  sim- 
ilnrity  oflanguage,  of  religion  and  even  oi  habits, 
i-.  betler  adapted,  but  even  so  the  colonist  con- 
tract d  abroad  flees  from  the  house  of  the  muster 
who  hired  him  for  the  first  tiling  which  happens ; 
he  is  a  freedman  [liberie]  who  emancipntes  him- 
self by  running  away,  and  i(  he  returns  to  hiin  who 
first  hired  him,  it  will  be  after  bavin;;  acquired  a 
Mtd  experience  from  others  who  wish  to  speculate 
with  his  services. 

There  remains  only  Italy,  which  is  to-day  man. 
ifesting  a  tendency  for  emigration;  but  I  recollect 
even  yet,  Mr.  President,  with  a  certain  aversion, 
the  many  difficulties  with  which  I  contended,  when 
1  was  in  the  cabinet,  011  account  of  the  many 
reel  am  at  ions  from  the  Italian  legation,  in  virliu  of 
the  occurrences  which  had  happened  with  their 
compatriots.  It  is  quite  possible  that  on  planta- 
tions where  the  proprietor  is  accustomed  to  vork 
with  free  people,  these  can  be  well  treated;  but 
that  Italy  should  be  considered  a  source  of  em- 
igrants for  agriculture,  is  a  point  on  which  I  ei  ter- 
tam  serious  doubt*.. 

Because  of  these  convictions,  Premier 
Sinimbti  undertook  to  secure  Chinese  labor- 
ers for  the  Brazilian  plantations,  and  fur  the 
manifest  reason  that  their  ignorance,  h;lp- 
lessness  and  semi-servile  condition  would 
render  unnecessary  the  more  civilized  sur- 
roundings and  good  treatment  required  by 
the  European  free  laborer.  'That  sttc  1  a 
confession  should  be  made  at  this  <  ay, 
when  so  many  efforts  arc  being  made  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  laborer  in  his 
country,  is  a  matter  both  for  surprise  tnd 
pain.  If  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  im- 
migrant the  privileges  of  church,  scl  ool 
and  social  recreation,  or  liberty  of  action  in 
contracting  and  terminating  his  services  or 
of  protest  in  case  of  ill-treatment,  whal  in 
the  name  of  common  justice  does  the 
planter  require  ?  Sr.  Sinimbu  admits  hat 
the  planter  who  is  "accustomed  to  free 
people,"  may  treat  him  well;  but  how  in  my 
such  planters  are  there?  Is  there  no 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  slate  W  pro;ect 
this  helpless  laborer?  Is  his  happiness 
aiulwell-beiug  to  be  dependent  solely  u  ion 
the  caprice  01  his  "master?"  Better,  a 
thousand  times  better,  that  all  such  ma.' ters 
as  these  should  sink  with  the  ruin  threa.en- 
ed  by  emancipation,  than  that  such  a  state 
ol  things  should  continue!  If  the  Brazil- 
ian planter  can  not  learn  to  treat  the  free 
laborer  well,  then  let  him  disappear  with 
the  institution  of  which  he  is  a  component 
part. 


Instead  of  taking  advantage  of  the  reac- 
tion against  excessive  expenditure  kept  up 
by  borrowed  money  which  followed  the 
failure  of  the  Pelligrini  loan  in  London, 
our  Argentine  neighbors  have  unfortunately 
chosen  to  patch  up  matters  for  the  present 
with  a  partial  internal  loan  and  a  further 
issue  of  paper  money,  without  any  real 
effort  to  effect  economies,  The  internal 
loan  of  twenty  millions  to  pay  off  the 
Treasury's  indebtedness  to  the  banks  was 
coldly  received,  and  apparently  for  the 
reason  that  the  absence  of  a  definite  fiscal 
policy  left  the  public  in  doubt  as  to  what, 
the  next  step  will  be.  The  banks  were 
compelled  to  take  the  bonds  at  80%  and 
all  other  creditors  at  par  which  in  itself 
was  sufficient  cause  for  serous  doubts  as  to 
the  honest  intentions  of  die  government. 
There  still  remaining  a  balance  of  some  ten 
millions  of  the  floating  debt  to  be  provided 
for,  besides  the  cash  needed  to  carry  on  the 
expensive  public  works  under  way  and 
projected,  it  is  now  proposed  to  authorize  a 
further  issue  of  paper  money  and  home 
bone's  for  these  purposes.  Such  a  policy  is 
shee:  madness.  At  a  time  when  the  credit 
of  tie  government  has  suffered  a  severe 
shocc  and  the  money  markets  of  London 
and  Paris  have  been  shut  against  further 
loan;,  except  on  humiliating  conditions 
--at  such  a  time  the  only  wise  policy  is 
relreicbmcnt  and  a  careful  employment  of 
donnstic  resources.  Instead  of  this  the 
government  decides  to  continue  its  costly 
and  in  remunerative  improvements  and  to 
further  depreciate  its  credit  by  the  issue  of 
paper  money  and  high  interest-bearing 
bondi.  Of  course,  if  our  Argentine  neigh- 
bors prefer  this  policy,  we  can  have  nothing 
to  sry  ;  but  in  the  interests  of  the  country 
and  .be  men  who  are  contributing  so  much 
for  is  advancement,  we  sincerely  hope  that 
its  nlers  will  think  twice  before  going 
further  in  this  direction.  As  we  have  before 
said,  no  amount  of  undeveloped  resources 
will  warrant  so  heavy  a  mortgaging  of  [he 
future.  If  the  Argentine  Republic  were 
ten  lines  as  rich  in  natural  resources,  it 
could  tot  long  withstand  such  a  policy. 
The  oily  result  lor  such  an  infatuation  is 
ruin— md  a  ruin  which  will  crush  the 
cotintr)  to  the  level  of  Peru  to-day.  No 
one  wil  dispute  the  resources  of  Peru,  or 
of  the  ither  Spanish  American  republics  of 
the  noth— and  yet  what  are  they  ?  To 
what  dejths  of  disorder  and  degradation  have 
not  ther  spendthrift  governments  brought 
them  ?  If  the  Argentine  Republic  wants  to 
secure  permanent  prosperity,  let  her  cut 
down  fer  burdens  ol  taxation,  keep  expen- 
ditures within  the  revenue,  and  let  each 
generaton  make  its  own  public  improve- 
ments.              _

CB\LON  A\'D  wdia  planters. 

The  kadtas  Mail  in  an  article  on  coffee  cul- 
tivation nd  the  depressed  condition  or  the  industry, 
holds  ui  the  Ceylon  planters  as  an  example  to 
their  lei  enterprising  confreres  in  South  India. 
Says  th&Matl: 

"It  isno  good  telling  planters,  as  our  correspon- 
dent dob,  Ho  wait  till  the  clnuds  roll  by;'  the 
clouds  b;ve  been  rolling  by  the  planter  for  the  last 
five  yeas,  and  the  horizon  shows  little  sign  of 
clearing.  It  was  not  by  howling  that  hackneyed 
ditty  tlia  the  Ceylon  planters  lifted  themselves  out 
of  the  riin  caused  >>y  the  failure  of  their  coffee. 
With  all  heir  brag  and  affectei.  contempt  for  other 
di-tricls  there  is  much  in  their  conduct  that  Indian 
philters 'would  do  well  to  imitate.  As  long  as  they 
could  eft  money  to  work  their  coffee,  they  main- 
tained nat  no  one  but  themselves  understood  the 
art;  wlKn  four-fifths  of  the  toffee  acreage  in  the 
Maud  wits  utterly  ruined,  the/  boldly  went  m  for 
cineiiona,  and  announced  to  the  world  that  Ceylon 
was  the  only  country  where  it  could  be  grown  to  a 
profi.  Finding  this  disproved  by  the  hard  logic  of 
facts,  ihey  routed  out  thefr  cinchona  and  replaced 
it  wjh  tea  ;  and  now  they  gaily  talk  of  driving  the 
Ijidfm  ami  Chinese  tea  out  of  the  market.  _  In  a 
yeafor  two  more  they  may  be  digging  up  their  tea 
busks  and  proving  in  the  Colombo  papers  that  as 
an  brange-growing  country  they  are  on  the  high 
roaJ  to  smash  Florida.  As  a  matter  oi  fact,  the 
Ceylon  planters  are  having  as  hard  a  time  as  their 
Imlhn  brothers ;  but  they  manage  to  keep  a  bold 
factfto  the  world,  and  to  attract  capital  to  their 
industries.  With  the  millions  of  cinchona  that  are 
coming  forward  in  Wynaad  and  elsevbere,  and 
with  the  possibilities  opened  out  by  the  introduction 
of  such  products  as  lea,  cocoa,  and  fibre,  our  own 
planters  have  no  reason  to  he  so  extremely  des- 
pondent" 

With  regard  this  we  have  only  to  state  that  we 
really  mean  to  "lick  creation"  this  time  with  tea,  as 
we  did  for  a  time  with  cinchona  and  coffee. 


Legislative  Notes 


September  3.— In  the  Senalc,  the  bill  for  the  pro- 
tection of  trade  marks  was  ordered  to  be  printed, 
Sr.  MaRTINHU  Campos  asked  for  information  as  to 
government  employes  holding  two  or  more  situat- 
ions, iu  the  discussion  of  the  emancipation  project, 
Si.  AFFONSO  CelSO  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  premier's  statement  that  amendments  would 
not  he  accepted,  was  not  in  agreement  with  those 
made  by  two  of  the  cabinet  in  the  Chamber,  and 
said  that  llie  Senate  had  become  a  mere  chancel- 
lerie  ;  he  thought  it  better  to  cease  discussion  and 
at  once  to  count  the  voles,  so  that  the  voice  of  the 
150,000  electors  of  the  country  could  be  obtained 
on  the  subject.  Did  the  pi emier  conscientiously 
suppose  that  the  piojecl  would  tranquillize  the 
agricultural  interest  ?  'lie  begged  leave  to  answer- 
no!  ami  would  give  two  reasons  for  his  answer;  that 
the  abolition  popaganda  would  become  more 
exigent  and  active,  and  that  the  premier  could  not 
believe  in  its  possible  execution.  The  premier  had 
said  that  all  economy  must  be  used  as  to  expenses, 
and  that  lie  felt  tin:  hard  necessity  of  creating  new 
taxes  for  improving  the  financial  position  ;  how 
could  he  then  think  of  a  law  to  increase  the  debt  by 
thousands  ol  conies,  and  to  create  new  taxes  lo 
meet  the  interest  on  ibis  increase?  A  drought 
was  threatened  at  the  north,  and  the  low  exchange 
and  decrease  of  revenue  were  other  reasons,  lie 
had  data  to  prove  that  for  the  last  six  months  ot 
ihe  past  fiscal  year  the  revenue  at  the  Rio,  Santos, 
Baliia  and  Peniambuco  custom  diouses  fell  off 
6,257,000$  from  that  for  the  same  period  ofthe 
preceding  year.  The  premier's  anxiely  lo  have  the 
bill  passed  previous  lo  the  elections  arose  from 
partisanship,  not  from  the  reasoning  of  a  statesman. 
He  might  prophesy  that  the  premier,  or  perhaps 
a  successor  of  his,  would  have  lo  propose  the 
revogation  of  this  law,  because  of  the  enormous 
debt  and  the  taxes.  lie  could  not  reconcile 
lhc  ideas  ol  Senators  Correia,  Joao  Alfredo  and 
Paulino  with  those  of  the  project ;  nor  the  expres- 
sions of  the  ministers  o!  agriculture,  of  empire  and 
ol  finance.  He  thought  the  5  percent,  ta,;  might 
he  resisted,  as  un constitutional.  He  pointed  out 
various  capital  defects  in  the  project,  viz  :  the 
scale  of  the  depreciation  in  lhc  values  of  the 
younger  slaves,  as  being  too  small;  the  excessive 
prices  fixed,  pecuniary  indemnity  and  finally  the 
absolute  want  of  any  provision  for  the  education  of 
the  freedmen.  His  ideas  might  be  thus  sum- 
marized; no  law  would  be  acceptable  extending 
the  duration  of  slavery  for  more  than  seven  years, 
or  which  admitted  any  other  indemnity  than  that  of 
service.  Sr.  CokKEIA  preferred  a  step  in  advance, 
such  as  Ihe  passage  of  the  project,  to  nothing. 
The  project  was  an  advance,  for  whereas  under  the 
Rio  Branco  law  slavery  only  became  extinct  at  the 
death  of  the  last  slave,  who  was  not  freed  under 
the  fund,  this  project  considerably  shortened  the 
period,  The  speaker  thought  that  if  all  was  not 
obtainable,  what  could  be  got  was  satisfactory. 
No  one  could  prevent  that  a  new  Chamber  might 
discuss  the  law  ;  only  one  law  was  irrevocable, 
via;  lo  declare  the  extinction  oi  slavery,  which 
could  only  be  passed  in  reserving  a  contemplation 
for  the  great  financial  and  economical  interests  of 
the  Brazilian  nation.  lie  denied  Sr.  Alfonso  Cel- 
so's  declaration  that  the  g  per  cent  stir-tax  was  un- 
constitutional; for  its  collection  had  been  authorized 
by  the  Chamber,  which  was  the  competent  power 
in  ibis,  ile  then  further  defended  himself  against 
the  charge  that  he  was  incoherent,  and  finally  he 
would  support  the  measure,  for  the  great  interests 
attached  lo  slavery  for  cycles  could  not  be  forgotten. 
Sr.  Martinho  Campos  did  not  altogether  agree 
with  Sr.  Affonso  Celso,  hut  if  he  were  a  deputy  he 
would  refuse  Ihe  budge',  laws  as  asked  by  the 
premier,  who  having  claimed  for  the  project  a 
majority  in  the  Chamber,  should  to  that  majority 
apply  for  his  budget  laws.  He  did  not  believe  the 
.iroject  would  tranquillize  the  public,  and  would 
herefore  oppose  it,  tor  il  in  no  manner  put  a  stop 
.0  the  abolition  movement  which  preached  robbery 
and  murder,  and  every  kind  of  disorder.  Even  on 
the  D.  l'edro  II  railway  it  was  refused  to  carry 
slaves  (the  premier  said  that  would  occur  no  more). 
The  minister  of  agriculture  was  of  those,  who  to- 
gether with  S.  Paulo  planters  generally,  had  not 
strongly  enough  opposed  abolition,  counting  per- 
haps upon  creating  a  monopoly  of  the  coffee  mar- 
kets for  their  province;  this  however  would  be 
opposed  by  Sr.  de  Bismark,  in  Africa,  who  would 
cultivate  that  fertile  soil  with  black  labor,  and  also 
by  the  planters  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Minas.  He 
said  that  ex-deputy  Taunay,  who  was  rich,  had 
employed  none  ot  his  money  in  colonies,  but  con- 
lenled  himself  in  writing  lo  banks  and  individuals 
to  colonize  their  plantations.  The  minister  had 
colonized,  but  Jie  should  not  believe  that  he  could 
thus  strike  a  mortal  blow  at  the  principal  industry 
of  the  country.  In  referring  lo  a  remark  ol  Sr. 
Ottoni's  relative  to  thievery  (ladroeira)  in  the 
interior  under  the  Rio  Branco  law,  he  said,  of  the 
committees  appointed  to  classify  slaves  two  were 
government  employes  and  that  if  lliere  were  thiev- 
eries, upon  these  employes  should  the  charge  fall. 
"If  there  be  a  class,"  said  the  speaker,  "worthy  of 
respect  for  its  probity,  it  is  that  of  the  planters." 
He  proceeded  to  combat  tie  ideas  of  those  who 
favored  the  freeing  of  sexagenarian  slaves,  asking 
why  such  planters  as  favored  this  did  not  volun- 
tarily free  those  slaves  of  this  age  owned  by  them. 
He  also  considered  lhc  fixed  prices  too  high,  even 
for  the  coilee  producing  districts.  The  speaker 
was  rather  severe  on  Senator  Silveira  da  Motta, 
who  had  been,  he  said,  a  defender  ol  the  S.  t'aulo 
revolution,  afterwards  a  conservative  "  and  then  a 
radical,  which  last  he  considered  was  the  worst. 
In  the  Chamber  there  was  no  quorum. 

September  J.— In  the  Senate,  Srs.  joao  Alfredo 
ami  Affonso  Celso  had  a  discussion  touching  an 
interruption  printed  in  yesterday's  report,  as  made 
by  the  former,  and  which  he  protested  was  incor- 
rectly reported.  Sr.  Martiniio  Campos  in  mov- 
ing for  information  regarding  the  abattoir  also 
alluded  to  the  revogation  of  the  order  of  the  late 
minister  of  agriculture  forbidding  Dr.  Hustamante 
entrance  to  the  department.  In  the  debate  on  the 
emancipation  project,  the  minister  of  agriculture 
said  his  remarks  in  the  Chamber,  that  were  he 
part  of  the  cabinet  he  would  not  present  such  a 
project,  had  been  commented  upon  in  the  Senate 
and  in  the  Chamber  :o  convict  him  of  incoherency, 
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but  lie  claimed  that  he  had  also  said,  that  were  he 
placed  in  the  dilemma  of  voting  against  the  project, 
which  would   mean   adjourning  the  question,  or  in 
favor  of  it  with  the  amendments  accepted  by  the 
late  premier,  he  would  adopt  llie  latter  alternative. 
He  said  that  the  government  had  endeavored  to 
arrive   at  a   modus  Vivendi  with  the  Chamber,  res- 
pecting the  project  and  the  budget  laws  ;  the  gov- 
ernment  had    foreseen    that     amendments    to    the 
project  might  be  offered  in  ihe  Senate,  which  would 
oblige  its  return  to  the  Chamber.       But  the  Cham- 
ber  refused   a  vote  of  confidence,  and  this  being  a 
rejection  of  the  modus  vivendi  the  government  hail 
determined  to  accept  the  project  as  passed,  for  it  did 
not  consider  it  convenient  to  submit  this    a   second 
time    to  a   Chamber  by  which  it  hacTbeen  already 
passed   by   a   large   majority.     Had   the  Chamber 
accepted   the   modus,    the    government  would  have 
awaited  the   Senate  amendments  before  coming  to 
any  decision;  for  as  all  recognized  that  the  project  had 
delects,  did  the  amendments  lend  to  improve  these 
defects,    they  would   not  have  been  opposed  by  the 
government.       He   admitted    that  in  the  support  of 
Sr.  Saraiva  by  the  conservatives  some  little  political 
confidence  was  expressed,  but  the  late  premier  had 
the  confidence  of  the  conservatives  on  tins  question. 
He  defended   the  table  of  prices  in  the  project,  and 
he  insisted   that  pecuniary  indemnification  was  not 
its   principal  feature ;    if  the   5   per   cent,  sur-tax 
produced  3,000,000$.    only    2,000,000$,    including 
interest, would  be  availed  for  emancipation,  and  this 
quota    would  annually  lend  to  decrease.     To  inter- 
ruptions,   he    replied    that    in    less   than   13   years 
slavery   would    be   extinct;     he   even    expected   it 
might  he  in  8  or  9  years.      The  difference  between 
Sr.  Affonso  Celso's  project  and  that  in  debate  was 
not   therefore   great.     The   project  as  presented  by 
Sr.  Saraiva  and  tiiat  under  discussion  were  identical 
in  their  capital   points,   which  ihe  late  premier  had 
insisted    upon    (Sr.    Saraiva    declared    that    he  had 
ceded  to   ihe   speaker  only  in  that  part  treating  of 
colonization,  j     The  slave  statistics    were  obscure, 
defective   and   incomplete,    and   the  prices  fixed  in 
the   table   as   nearly   correct   as   it  was  possible  to 
make  them.     He  proceeded  to  reply  seriatim  to  Sr. 
Affonso   Celso's   objections.     (Many    interruptions 
occurred.)       lie  then  defended  the  S.  Paulo  plant- 
ers against  the  attacks  of  Senator  Mart  mho  Campos. 
As   a  planter  he  could  speak  with  experience  as  to 
free  labor   on    coftee  plantations  in  S.  Paulo,  for  it 
had   been   employed   by   him    for  15    years;  there 
were  now  in  the  province  30,000  colonists  employ- 
ed   in  the  cultivation  of  coffee,  and  he  thought  this 
refuted  the   objection   that  coffee  could  not  be  cul- 
tivated by    free   labor.      Tin's    question     was    not 
attached    to    the    project,   hut  if   he  were  invited  to 
speak   in    the   debate  on  the  budget  he  would  fully 
discuss  the  question.       Sr.  Simmuu'  would  merely 
declare   his   intention  of  voting  against  ihe  project, 
for    he   had    declared  when  minister  that  he  would 
vote   for   no    modification    of  the    Rio  Branco  law, 
because  the  so&rce  being  exhausted,  the  slave  cur- 
rent   would    dry   up.      lie   objected    to  the  violent 
means  advocated  for  hastening  emancipation.     He 
insisted   upon   the  rights  of  properly  which  he  con- 
sidered attacked   by  the   j  roject.      Rubber,  cotton, 
sugar   and    coffee    were  all   in  dangerous  positions, 
and    was  this,  he  asked,   the  occasion  for  depriving 
agriculture  of  Its  slave  labor,       As  to  colonization', 
where   was   it  to  be  sought  ?     The  immigrant  only- 
left    Ins  country  that  he  might    become  an  owner  ol 
property    abroad,  and  although  the  mitn'trie  system 
would    he    advantageous,    lie   might  assert  thai  the 
colonist  would   only   continue   to    work  thus  until 
he   had   cleared    his   debts.     The   Germans  would 
not  emigrate  in  families,  but  hi  lari>e  numbers,  and 
being   religious   l|iey  required  their  own  churches, 
as   also   hreweries,    daticerhouses,  etc, ,  how  there- 
fore  could  they  be  expected  to  go  into  our  interior 
(soloes)}  The  Portuguese  were  belter,  but  the  first 
thing  thought  of  by   one    brought  here  under  con- 
tract, was  to  run  away  from  his  employer  [patnlo)- 
Only   Italy   remained;  he  however  remembered  the 
many    reclamations    of  the    Italian    legation,  while 
he   was  minister,  and  although  it  was  possible  that 
on    plantations   where    the   owner  was  accustomed 
to   tree    labor,    the    Italians  might  be  well  treated, 
he  did  not   think  they   could  be  counted  upon  as  a 
source  of  immigration.      The  Chinese,  he  consider-' 
ed,    were  the  most  appropriate  immigrants,  and  he 
had   endeavored    to    secure  the  treaty  with  China, 
which  was  nullified  after   by  an  out-civ,    raised   be 
knew  not  why.     Peru  bad  been  obliged  to  send  for 
coolies,  and  during  the  last  campaign  with  Chili,  it 
had  been  seen  what  excellent  resuhs  they  had  pro- 
duced.    He   had  recently  read  in  American  papers 
that  Canada  had  appointed  a  committee  to  examine 
into    tiie  question,   as   to  whether  the  settlement  of 
negroes   and    eoulies    in  certain  localities  would  be 
hurtful,    and    it  was  proved  {azierijruou-se~]  that  the 
coolie  would    be    very  suitable.     The  speaker  then 
drew   a    narallel    between    the    struggle    for    life  in 
Brazil,  arid  that  of  plants  that  the  parasites  throttle 
-and    kill;     a  plantation    abandoned    for    two  years 
becomes  a   wilderness.     The    emancipation  of    the 
slave    would    be    ihe    ruination    ol   all   who  live  on 
plantations,  and  the  prospect  was  horrifying.     An- 
other parallel    was    drawn  between  the  empire  and 
a  man  with  impoverished  blood  ;  did  the  doctor  use 
the    lancet    on  the  latter,  he  would  he  an  asssassin; 
were  more    taxes    wrung    from    the    former,    it  was 
destruction.      Sr,    Lima    DUARTE    said    that    while 
this  project  had  been    presented  in  the  Chamlrer  by 
a   liberal  government   as   an  open  question,  it  was 
presented    to    the  Senate  by  a  conservative  govern- 
ment as  a  closed  one.       He  had  always  thought  that 
the   emancipation    question    should  be  settled  once 
for  all,    and   not  treated  of    until  the  country  could 
act    in     this     manner.      Means     of  communication, 
immigration    encouraged    by  legislative  action,  pro- 
tection   for  the  immigrants'  family  and  religion,  he 
had  considered  should  have  first  been  settled,  but 
nothing    had   been,   or  would  be,  done  as  to  these. 
He  would  present  his  project  (not  as  an  amendment 
for    that    would   be    useless  1,     which     would     have- 
neither    over-loaded      the    state     with     debt,     etc., 
would  have  prevented    conflicts  between  slaves  and 
masters,  and  also  the  state  of  confusion,  of  agony. in 
which  agriculture  would  perish.      He  ivouid  merely- 
read  his    project  that  his  ideas  might  be  be  on  file; 
"Art.  I.     In    seven    years  from  the  date  of  this  law 
slavery    becomes    extinct    in    Brazil.      Art.  2.      All 
dispositions    (o    the  contrary  are  hereby  revoked." 
Sr.  Ignacid  Martins  would   move  amendments  to 
the    project    for  the  purpose  of  more  nearly  equal- 
izing  the   prices   of  its  table     and   values    in    the 
various  provinces,  and  while  recognizing  the  futility 


of  now  doing  so,  he  would  persist  in  presenting 
ihem,  (They  were  read,  seconded  and  carried  over). 
In  the  Chamber,  the  committee  reported  on  the 
additional  credits  asked  to  meet  sundry  deficits  and 
old  scores  and  also  on  the  prorogation  of  the  budget 
laws  of  1SS4-S5  for  18S5-S6  with  these  additions. 
Sr.  Caammdo  d>;  Ouvkira.  read  a  communication 
from  the  premier  to  1  he  president,  in  which  he  refused 
to  answer  the  questions  put  to  him  by  the  speaker 
and  Deputy  Campos  S.illes.  This  was  sharply 
criticized  by  the  speaker,  Deputies  Cuiros  Sai.- 
LES  and  ZAMiV,  and  the  premier  was  defended  by 
Deputies  RoDRlGO  PA  Sll.VV  and  GOMES  m.  CaS- 
tro.  Depuly  NABUCO  commenced  to  speak,  hut 
was  interrupted  and  the  session  was  adjourned 
in  much  disorder, 

September  ./,  — In  the  Senate,  the  minister  of 
empire,  replied  lo  Sr.  Marti nbo  Campos'  motion 
for  information  relative  lo  ihe  abattoir.  Sr.  Josh' 
BONIFACIO  was  very  severe  upon  the  refusal  of  the 
premier  to  answer  questions  to  be  asked  him  in 
the  Chamber.  As  to  the  project  ;  it  pleased  no 
one,  least  of  all  the  ministry  who  had  accepted  it 
as  a  fatal  imposition  of  unforeseen  circumstances;

modify  it  lest  it  disappear,  the  Chamber  supported 
the  hue  ministry  and  can  accept  no  amendments  lo 
it.  ile  then  sharply  criticized  both  Ihe  late  premier 
and  the  liberals  who  had  voted  for  ihe  project,  all 
of  the  clauses  of  which  he  would  oppose.  Me 
confronted  the  action  of  Visconde  do  Rio  Branco 
with  ihat  of  Senator  Saraiva  and  Barao  de  Cotegipe, 
much  to  the  detriment  of  the  latter,  and  further 
gave  a  short  summary  of  the  legislation  on  tin- 
slavery  question  in  the  empire.  The  project,  while 
obliging  in  the  registry  ihe  declaration  of  national, 
tty,  recognizes  as  slaves  all  those  registered,;  thu 
legitimizing  surreptitious  slavery  without  a  legn 
right,  should  contain  an  express  declarationltha 
all  Africans  under  54  years  of  age  are  free.  Tin 
prices  fixed  have  one  merit  —  lliey  mark  th 
maximum  value  ol  the  slave,  and  fiunrantee  aiccr 
tain  sale,  After  further  analyses  of  the  table,  he 
referred  lo  the  constant  efforts  ol  Wilberfo 
that  tiie  debate  might  continue  lie  presentei 
menls  and  moved  that  they  be  referred  to  join, 
mitlee.  Sr.  M.ARTINKO  CAMPOS  regretted  that 
the  preceding  speaker  should  have  placed  1 ' 
talents  al  the  service  of  an  idea  which  will  c; 
ruin  of  the  great  industry  of  the  country, 
comparing  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  S.  Pjulo, 
the  action  of  Senator  Silveira  Marlins  aiidj  tli 
minister  of  agriculture-  in  tiie  slavery  questi 
hoped  the  premier  would  avail  of  the  adjoin 
of  the  debate  and  explain  how  bis  views 
subject  had  been  me  changed.

—  An  impression  has  arisen  in  the  minds  ol  many 
persons  here  who  are  interested  in  American 
affairs,  that  the  recent  refusal  of  five  American 
steamship  companies  to  carry  the  United  Slates 
mails  was  due  to  a  refusal  of  the  postmaster-general 
to  pay  them  adequate  compensation  for  the  service. 
How  far  this  is  true,  let  the  facts  speak  for  them- 
selves. For  the  past  twelve  years  all  the  American 
companies  have  been  paid  at  the  international  rale, 
winch  is  44  cents  a  pound.  During  the  recent 
negotiations  for  the  distribution  of  the  $400,000 
postal  subsidy  lobbied  through  the  last  Congress, 
die  postmaster-general  offered  these  companies 
three  times  the  old  rate,  or  $[.60  a  pound,  which 
is  equivalent  lo  the  very  comfortable  rate  of  $3,200 
a  ton.  This  was  refused  by  the  companies,  ami 
for  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  forcing  the  gov- 
emment  into  a  distribution  of  the  aforesaid  subsidy. 
We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  U.  S.  &  Brnizil  com- 
pany did  not  refuse  to  carry  the  mails. 

—Owing  Id  a  recent  fit  of  official  zeal  the  cus- 
toms authorities  of  this  port  are  requiring  that  all 
packages  61  newspapers  arriving  here  on  ocean 
steamers  shall  go  through  the  custom  house  in  the 
regular  way.  So  far  as  this  concerns  newsdealers 
we  have  nothing  to  say,  as  their  packages  are 
really  articles  of  merchandise.  In  certain  other 
cases,  however,  the  enforcement  of  the  regulation 
is  not  only  an  absurdity,  but  it  is  a  positive  in- 
justice. Almost  every  mail  .steamer  brings  out 
packages  of  papers  for  newspapers  which  are  made 
up  at  the  last  moment  and  given  to  the  purser. 
These  have  always  been  permitted  to  pass  without 
queslinn.  Like  others,  we  are  accustomed  to 
receive  a  package  of  a  half  dozen  late  copies  of 
Tk*  Times  by  each  Royal  Mall  steamer.  Now 
these  packages  must  go  into  the  custom  house  and 
can  only  be  taken  out  through  the  employment  of 
a  regular  dispatcher-  As  fl  dispatcher's  fee  is  from 
3S000  to  5$ooo  for  each  dispatch,  it  is  quite  clear 
that  we  can  not  employ  him  to  take  out  a  half 
dozen  copies  of  the  Times  except  as  a  personal 
favor— and  that  is  a  position  which  no  self-respeci- 
ing  newspaper  cares  lo  occupy.  For  this  reason 
and  because  of  the  time  which' it  takes  to  bunt  up 
so  small  a  parcel  in  10  large  a  place,  we  have  been 
compelled  to  abandon  Ihese  papers.  We  make  the 
mailer  public  as  an  illustration  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  custom  house  can  be  made  an  Infliction 
upon  mankind.
